New Skirmishes Against the 
Norwegian Church 

Latest reports from Oslo tell of 
fresh conflicts between the Nazi-ap- 
pointed head of the Church Depart¬ 
ment, Ragnar Skancke, and the loyal 
majority of bishops and pastors of 
the Church of Norway. Thus far 
these skirmishes have resulted in 
additional victories for the church; 
as for example, when the Germans 
recently made plans to arrest Bishop 
Berggrav, spokesman of the Nor¬ 
wegian bishops, but had to abandon 
them when it became evident that 
such an action would lead to a nation- 
wide church-strike. 

Another incident in the feud which 
has raged between Skancke and the 
Church since last January occurred a 
short time ago when the Norwegian 
Ministerial Association received this 
telegram from the Nazi functionary: 
“Since the matter of the Bishops’ 
letter of protest is still under consi- 
deration, this Department strictly 
forbids any prayer for the bishops in 
the churches.” The pastors’ Associa¬ 
tion immediately demanded an ex- 
planation of this order, but the only 
answer received was that to read 
such prayers might “create unrest.” 
Whereupon the pastors indignantly 
replied that whatever unrest existed 
in Norway at this time was certainly 
to be blamed on others than minis¬ 
ters of the Gospel. 

The next day Skancke yielded to 
the opposition, and had the following 
telegram dispatched to the associ¬ 
ation: “The Church Department re- 
quests that the previous telegram be 
considered as not having been sent.” 

On the Sunday following prayers 
for the courageous bishops were of- 
fered in all the churches of Norway.

It is not used in a complimen¬ 
tary sense in here declaring that too 
many Christians want Christianity 
to be sissified. 

Polished manners are not to be de- 
precated. But soft-handed, kid-gloved 
Christianity that is afraid to do any 
work in the advancement of the Gos¬ 
pel is not worthy of being called 
Christian. 

Clean clothes are proper, but that 
Christianity which to keep from be¬ 
ing soiled withdraws itself from fel- 
low-men who need the Gospel is not 
worthy of being called Christian. 

It is not a virtue to seek trouble, 
but the Christianity that prides it¬ 
self on the great sacrifices it makes 
for the Lord, when such sacrifice 
consists largely in buying church 
suppers a few times a year — such 
Christianity dishonors the name of 
Christ. 

Let us remember that even as 
Christ was persecuted, so will manly 
Christianity be persecuted. The 
apostle Paul knew something of per- 
secution. He wrote: “Being reviled 
we bless; being persecuted, we end- 
ure; being defamed, we entreat; we 
are made as the filth of the world,, 
the offscouring of all things, even 
until now” (1 Cor. 4:12, 13). 1 

Most of us need to pray that the 
Lord will put some bone into our 
backbones so that we will be able to 
stand up for Jesus. At least we 
could pray Him for sense to respect 
such as are boldly and fearlessly 
Christ by word and deed. 

Why should the world listen to a 
message that consists of pious plat- 
itudes? Why challenge it with a soft 
Christianity? Let us proclaim by 
our words and our lives that to be 
a Christian is worth any sacrifice or 
suffering, no matter how great. 

Then will more heed our words.
